All fireplaces should have dampers and ash pits. Our details will help you build a 
chimney that will have good draft and control. 

Flashing around chimneys, gutters and roofs should have a great deal of attention 
to insure against leaks. Flashings should be generously turned into masonry walls. 

Consult our paint department in reference to color schemes for expert advice on this 
subject as correct coloring can go far to improve the appearance of your house.
